CLAIMS 

A visually prominent display emblem having a tensioned emblem surface; first mounting attachment 
mWns for securing an upper portion of said emblem; second mounting attachment means for securing 
a ldwer portion of said emblem; and tensioning means to tension said emblem surface between said 
firsAnd said second attachment means, to maintain said emblem surface in a substantially unwrinkled 
conditiW 

\ The display emblem as set forth in Claim 1, wherein said emblem is pole mounted, at least one said 
mountin^attachment means being mounted upon said pole. 

3 Tlfo^qisplay emblem as set forth in Claim 2, wherein said emblem is mounted upon a portable stand, 
wherein slid pole is detachably mounted upon said stand. 

4. The disfHay emblem as set forth in Claim 2, wherein said emblem is mounted upon a fixed standard. 

5. The displa\mblem as set forth in Claim 4, wherein said fixed standard is a lamp standard. 

9fl. The display emblem as set forth in Claim 1, wherein said tensioned emblem surface is an imprinted 
cloth surface. 

The display emblem as set forth in Claim 1, wherein said cloth surface is a knitted fabric that is 


resistanrto creasing. 

The display emblem as set forth in Clain>7; wherein said cloth surface knitted fabric is polypropylene.

simulation of an article.
